in the place. Then cutting his head from his ſhoul, 
ders he ſet it vpon a pole, and bzonght it vnto Pal 
- colme . This was the end ol Pakbeth, after he had 
reigned x 7 peeres ouer the Scotiſhmen . In the be- 
ginning of hisreigne he accompliſhed manie way 40 
thie aus, verie p:ofitable to the common-wealth(as 
ye haue heard) but afterward by illuſion of the di- 
uell, he defamedthe ſame with moſt terrible cruel - 
tie. He was ſlaine in the pere of the incarnation, 
1057 , and in the 16 pœre of king Edwards reigne 
ouer the Engliſhmen, 
Alcolme Cammoze thus reconering the relme 
(as pe haue heard) by ſuppoꝛt of king Edward, 
in the 16 peere of the ſame Edwards reigne, he was 
crowned at Scone the 25 dap of Apaill, in the yeere 50 
of our Lo2d 1057. Jmmediatlie after his coꝛonati⸗

In the fozeſaſdparlement thus holden at Fozfatr, 
in che beginning of his reigne , there were manie 
holeſome oꝛdinances eſtabliſhed, both apperteining 
to ciuill adminiſtration, and alſo to the ect leſiaſticall 
lariſdiction , In reward alſo of Pakduffes ſeruice, abba 
ſcho (as pe haue heard) chieflic aided him to the attet, earle of 5:6 
ning ol the crowne, he honoꝛed him and his poſtert, bis ®duance: 
tie with thzee lozts of pziuileges. Firlt,that the rarle 2/1 
of Fife kon the time being, at the cozonationof a grantrd hn 
king,ſhould by his office ſet thecrowne on the kings Mandates 
bead.

they might appeale to their owne indges tobe appooin⸗ 
ted, as befoze is expꝛeſſed.

England thus robbed (and derming it his part to de⸗ 
fend his countrie, friends, and their ſubſtance) iſſued 
fozth of Nozham with few men moꝛe than fiſtie of 
the garriſon of the caſfle, and a few of the common 
people vnexpert in matters of war; tho (not know- 
ing of the ſecret ambuſh of the band which Patrike 
had lated in wait behind Tweed)iCued fozth to fol: 
low and recouer the pꝛeie: but being ſo farre gone in 
chaſe of the enimie, as that he could not returne in 
ſafctie (becauſe he was beſet befozeand behind with 
the 400 on the one ſide,x the ambulh lated by Tweed 
on the other ſide) the ſaid Greie and his companie 
(finding none other remedie but to hazard the ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe) fozſoke their hoꝛlles, and on ft ( ſtanding to the 
extremitie) with a wonderfull courage ſet vpon the 
Scots, thereof moze were killed than of the Eng⸗ 
liſh, but the Scots comming ſo ſoꝛe on the Engliſh 
(not able to reſiſt) they began toflie , at that time 
Thomas Grceie (as befoze is declared) was taken 
pꝛiſoner.) 
The earlesof Parch, and Dowglaſſe, after the 
obteining of this victozie, came ſudenlie in the night Berwike 
ſeaſon vnto the towne of Berwike, and raiſing vp Wane. 
ladders to the wals, wan the towne,but not without 
loſſe of diuerſe Scotiſh gentlemen, as Thomas 
Uaus,Andzew Scot of Balwerte , John Go2don, 
William Sinclare, Thomas Pꝛeſton, and Aleran- 
der Powbzaie knights, Of Engliſh were Naine 
Alexander Ogill capteine of the towne , Thomas 
Perſie b:other to the earle of Poꝛthumberland, and 
Edward Grete, with others. Eugente de Garente- 
ris with his Frenchmendid ver ie valiantlie beare 
himſelfe in this enterpꝛiſe, chomec Robert Steward 
che gouernour rewarding with great giffs , ſent 
backe into France,commending him by letters vn- 
tothe French king, as he that had done his dutie in 
euerie bchalfe verie thzonghlie., The caſtle of Ber⸗ 
wike, notwithſtanding that the towne was thng 
wone, held fozth the Scots and Frenchmen, by rea⸗ 
ſon uhereof when an armie of Engliſhmen came to — 
the ſuccours thereof, they raced the wals, and burnt Val rüct 
the houſes of the towne,ando departed. . 
The tidings vherof were bꝛought to king Ed⸗ 
ward at the verie inſtant ol his landing from Calis 
into England, foz ſchich cauſe he taried at his parle- 
ment appointed at London but thzce daics, and with 
all ſped came to Berwike, vhere he entered the ca⸗ 
ffle; vherat the burgeſſes amazed, treated with him, 
and there vpon the towne of Berwike was redcline- 
red ( againſt- the minds ol the Scots) to king Ed⸗ 
ward. . Edward himſelfe being come to the reſcue Berwtbets 
and recouerie of Berwike, and hauing receiued the — 
towne, and finding it ſo defaced, toe onder foz the Spmard. 
reparing thereof againe, went to Koxburgh, and The Baton 
chere receiued of the Balioll a full of all reſigneth his 
his pꝛetended rigbt to the crowne of Scotland. oz 7877 
thcre the 26 of Januarie, the ſaid Balioll hauing Scala chron.

land with an oth, againſt the gouernement t maie⸗ 
ſtie of Scotland:as fo2 that being a tyꝛant, ⁊ by foꝛce 
inuading the crowne, he continued not long in the 
ſame. In truth, J ſappoſehe held it not verie long, 
and that in continuall warre. But pet foz that which 
J can ſe he was crowned king at Scone, 133 2, 
as Leſleus himſelfe, Buchanan, and all ocher authoꝛs 
do agree . Belide, he gouerned by him r his agents 
vntill the pere of 13 42, at that time he pelded his 
crowne to king Edward of England; hich was 
the full part of ten peares, after hich againe he re- 
coucred a god part ot Endgland . UWherefo2e it ſce⸗ 
meth ſtrange to me, that Roſſe will not allow him a 
place in the catalog of kings, ſince Buchan . maketh 
him the nintie fourch king, and ſo placeth him vnder 
that title , and maketh Baum Be (who was 
crowned befoze Balioll, and gouerned after Balf- 
ols departing Scotland ) the 98 king, naming al- 
fo Robert ( vhoſucc@ded after Bꝛuſe) the hundꝛed 
king in oꝛder of gouernementz in ſuch ſozt,that both 
theſe wziting at one time (but with diners affec- 
tions) cannot agree on the number of their kings:

in the catalog of their kings. ] Aſter this, king Ed⸗ 
ward paſſing foꝛth to Þadington, ſpoiled and wa-

moꝛning toke foure and twentie men with him and 
rode to the parke of Striueling where the king was 
then hunting, and the gouernoꝛ abſent at Perch. 

+ At vhat time the chancelloꝛ with great courteſte 
d:awing towards the king, did ſalute him, being in 
ſome feare to ſee ſuch companie come vnto him, ha- 
ning lo few in his trainc. Which when the hancelloz 
perceiued, he pꝛaied the king to be of god comfort, 
and in few woꝛds (fit foz that time)crho:ted him that 
hc ſhould lone to himſelfe and the kingdome,and de⸗ 
liner himſelfe from the impꝛiſonment of Alexander 
the gouernoꝛ, lining freelie from hencefoꝛch after a 
kinglie maner ; that he ſhould not accuſtome him- 
ſelfe to obeic the pleaſure and conetouſnes of others, 
that he ſhonld vſe to command his ſubtecs in all juſt 
andlawfull cauſes; and that he ſhould deliuer his 
people from theſe enils which increaſed vpon them, 
by the ambition and couetouſnelle of the rulers , 
ſchich he could not now well remedie oꝛ reſiff, except 
the king would take on him the gonernement , the 
thich to do, he had without all danger 02 trouble 
pꝛouided a meane Fo2 he had in a readineſſe 
ſufficient number therefoze , ſchich ſhould attend 
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reiſte, oe ſſion, dearth , and death of people. This 
ycare alſo the gouecnoꝛ twke the whole adminiſtra⸗ 


it hapeneth alwates chꝛough of gentle harts, 
torne the afflicted) there aroſe great ennie againſt 
the capteins and leaders of the wicked dwers of ſuch 
ſpoile, thoſe cnils were now growne to ſuch exceſle, 
as by no means they might be ſuffered ; uhoſe fact- 
ons were fo largelie ſpꝛead ouer the realme, that 
none could defend their life oꝛ liuehod: but ſich as 
did yeeld themſelues to their actions, and thoſe ri⸗ 
ches were ſo increaſed, as the weake could not well

. Wherevpon it liked the wiſer ſo2t(ſirtce their foꝛte 
ſemednotalmoſt able to be bꝛoken, oꝛ their parts 
to be ſenered) to flic to policie and leaue ſtrength, 
not daring apenlie to call the earle Dowglaſſe by 
that name of capteine of them, although they well 
knew him to be the chiefe authoꝛ and fantoz of thoſe 
pcople, Tcherefdꝛe the gouernoꝛ and the chantelloꝛ 
(fo2 a time diſembling the hatred which they harbou- 


20 Fed againſf Dowglaſſe) perſuaded the tthole parle⸗ 


ment, that it were moꝛe conuenient with faire 
ſperches to pacifte Dowglaſſe , than with ſhew of 
ſuſpicious and euill woꝛds to ſtirte him to further 
heat : eſpeciallie conſtdering that he was of that 
great wealth and power, that he alone, if he ſtwd a⸗ 
gainſt chem, might hinder all the decrcs of the par; 
lement : but if her ſoined with the nobilitie, there 
might be eaſic remiedie found to ſalue all theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſent evils. Thꝛough vhich wiſe and ſubtill perſuaſt 


vpon the king uhere ſo euer he would go, oz to vſe 30 on of Alexander the gouernour, it was decreed a- 


anie other matter as ned ſhould require. Which 
the king taking with a pleaſant countenance(etther 
becauſe the matter liked him well, o2 to diſſemble 
the ſeare he had of the chancello2) did fulite appzoue, 
and went with his (mall vnarmed compante and 
the chancelloꝛ toward Edenburgh.) | 

e chancelloz(as Hector Boetius ſaith) had cau⸗ 


ſed the number of foure thouſand hoꝛſſemen of his 


ſeruants, tenants, and friends, ſecretlie to be readie 


mongſt them, that there ſhould be honourable let⸗ 
ters direded to him in the common 4 ſpeciall name 
of all che nobilttie, vbich ſhould admoniſh him, that 
being mindfull of the honoꝛable place which he poſ- 
ſelled (and of his woꝛthie anteſtoꝛs, by thome the 
common-Wwealth of Scotland had receiued manie 
ſingular benefits) her ſhould repaire to the parle- 
ment, vhich well could not, and willinglie would 
not, eicher kerpe o2 determine any thing in the ſame 


that moꝛning about the town of Striueling, to reſiſt 40 without his pzeſence. In vhich aſſemblie, if her 


his aduerſaries if they ſhould haue vſed ante fozce 
againſt him: and now vnderſtanding of the kings 


going thus with the chancello2, they came to htm on 


and without further trouble vnto Edenburgh, where 
he was ioilull ie receiued . The gouernoz vhen he 
was aduertiſed hereof , was grienouſlie diſpleaſed; 
but becauſe he knew not how to remedie the mat- 
ter , he went 3 Edenburgh, and there got John 
Junes biſhop of Purrey 
ſhop of Aberdene , to laboꝛ fome agreement betwirt 
him and the chancello2: which they did in this wile : 
the king to remaine in the kerping of the chancel 
loꝛ, and the gouernoz to continue his office. And ſo 
by this acco2d thep were made friends. 

During iich turmoiles, William Dowglaſſe 
(that with a certeine pꝛide of mind had highlie bome 
htmiclfe , diſobeieng the rule of the gouerns2, «dil 
daining to ioine in ſocietie of the chancello;) didvew 


would complaine of anie wꝛongs oꝛ griefes offe- 
red vnto him. her ſhonld be ſatiſficd ſo fullic as thep 
miqhtlawfullie, 

And it he o2 anſe of his friends oꝛ familie had 
committed ante diſoꝛdered part, the nobilitie there 
met would fullie remit the ſame, as well fo: the no- 
bilitic of his, and the wozthie memoꝛie of the devs 
done by his anceſtoꝛs; as foꝛ that they rather attrt- 
buted ſuch actions to the infurie of the times, and 


„and Yenrie Lichton bf 50 the frailtie of his age, and the perſuaſion of others, 


than vnto him, of thome there was conceined a 
ſingular hope of great towardneſſe, foꝛ the aduance- 
ment of his name and benefit of his countrie. her. 
foze if he would come and foine with them. he ſhould 
receiue in gouernement vhat part, place, and office 
of the common wealth pleaſcth him, to the end 
that as in times paſt, their countrie had bene mas 
nie wates delinercd out of moſt heanie dangers by 
the hand o the Dowglaſles , ſo at this pꝛeſent, the 


the dedlie hatred of them both againſt him; fo2 nbich 6o ſame might alſo by his pꝛeſence and furtherance, be 


cauſe they ſceke by all means vtterlie to take him 
awaie. Foz the doing vhercof (to the end it might 
be perfozmed without anie tumult ) they appoint a 
parlement to be holden at Edenburgh;ubither came 
not a few(as at other times in ſuch aſſemblies it al⸗ 
waies hapneth) but almoſt the whole countries came 
flocking thither , tocomplaine of the injuries wich 
they had receiued: of nich ſoꝛt, there was ſuch a mis 
ſerable ſhew , that men could not behold the ſame 
without great motion of a pitifull mind: vhen eue⸗ 
rie one fo2 himſelfe, the father foz the childzen, the 
childzen foz the fathers , and the widows foz their 
huſbands, did complaine that they were by the rob» 
bers ſpoiled of all their ſubſtance . Wherevpon (as 


againe aduanced and ſtrengthened from and againſt 
thoſe inteſfine enils therewithall it now fainted. 
Thepong man (by nature and age greedie of gloꝛie) 
being moned with theſe flatteries, and the other 
perſuaſtons of his friends (thereof euerie one was 
blinded wich a certeine hope of god to happen to 
himſelfe) they now dermed it beſt (foꝛgetting all foꝛ⸗ 
mer dangers) to thinke vpon their pꝛiuate commo⸗ 
dities, and with that reſolution toke their iournie to 

come to the a 
The chancello2 nben he vnderftod they were on 
there way, rode fo:th of Edenburgh manie miles 
to meet the „and conrteonflie innited 
the earle to his caſtell of Creichton, thich late in his 
Cc.tij. wate 
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waie as he ſhould ride, at vhich place he was moſt 
honourablie interteined by the chancello2. Where, 
when they had remained two daies, the chancello2 
(after her had ſhewed manie tokens of a friendlte 
mind vnto him) bicanſe he would vtterlie baniſh 
from the carle all ſuſpicion of him, that he had ante 
miſitke in the ſaid earle) began familiarlie to per- 


ſuade him, that ( remembzing the kings dignitie, 


and the office of him thome the lot of inheritance, 
their countrie lawes, and the conſent of the parls- 
ment had aduanced to the gouernement and admi⸗ 
niſtration of all things) he ſhould in all hunnlitie 
acknowledge him fo his chiefe loꝛd and king; that 
he would permit the large patrimonie obteined by 
the bloud of his anceſtoꝛs to deſcend to poſteritie by 
lincall inheritance as he himſelfe receiued it;that he 
would clearelie deliuer the name and familie of the 
Dowglaſſes (no leſſe famous fo2 their dutie, than 
their deeds ) not onelie from the filthie ſpot of trea- 
fon, but alſo from all note of ſuſpicion thereof ; that 
he would refratne himſelfe and his from offering 
injuries to the weake and common people; that he 
would remoue from him all ſuch as were giuen to 
robberie and ſpoile ; that he would from hencefwzth 
awlic himſelfe to the defenſe of tuſfce,to the end that 
bis fozmer offenſes (if there were anie) might rather 
be attributed to euill counſel! of the wicked, than 
to the naturall diſpoſition of himſelfe : foz ſo the re- 
pentance of his pong ye&res might be taken fo! 
p:ofe of his innocencie in ſuch euils. UWith theſe 


and ſuch like ſpæches, declaring the faith of a wel ⸗ 


willing mind, he allured ths carle to come to Eden⸗ 


burgh with Dauid his b:other partaker of all his 


counſels and actions, 

his faire tale of the chancelloꝛ, moe than in 
times paſt o2 then beſermed the place vhich he pol⸗ 
ſeſſed, with the manie meſſengers ſent to him from 
Alexander the gouernoꝛ (to met him on the wap) 
almoſt enerie houre, dꝛaue a deepe ſuſpicion in the 
beads of the carles companie riding with him to 
Edenburgh, of ſome trecherie to be ment towards 
him. Wherevpon the ſame began to be blundered 
from one to another of the traine, and came ſo fait 
to the friends of Dowglaſſe, that ſome of them did 
boldlie mdlibcrallite admoniſh him, that he ſhould 
remaine in that purpoſe(ubich once he did)to ſkate, to 
returne, and not to go foꝛ ward with the chancello2: 
and at the leaſt (if he would aduenture himſelfe) to 
ſend home his bzother Dauid, to the end chat her 


ther and a few of his ocher friends, taking his right 
courſe into the caſtell, and (as it were by a certeine 
deſtinie) caſting himſelfe hedlong into the ſnares of 
bis enimies. At ſuch time as he came to the caſtell. 
the gouernoꝛ (accoꝛding to his pꝛomiſe) was readie 
there to meet him, to the end the matter might ſceme 
to be wꝛought by common conſent, and the weight 
of ſo great enuie might not light vpon the head of 
one man. Dowglaſſe being honoꝛablie and friend- 


10 lie by the gouernoꝛ receiued into the caſfcll, was fo: 


dinner placed at the kings table. But in the middeſt 
of this ſweet meat (ſower ſawce being pꝛepared 
there was a bulles head ſet befoꝛe him, which in thoſe 
daies was a ſigne of death, Uherewith the pong 
man amazed and greatlie troubled in his mind, in⸗ 
wardlie repenting that he followed not the adinſe of 
bis followers) was about to riſe from the table: but 
being appꝛehended by armed men (appointed to that 
function) he was caried into the court next to the ca 


20 Tell, and was there (in reuenge and puniſhment of 


his vnbzideled pauth be headed with his bother Da- 
uid,and Palcolme Fleming,nho(nert vnto his bꝛo⸗ 
ther) was in greateſt credit with him. Mhoſe death 
the king now entring into his adoleſcencie oꝛ pers 
(as we tearme it) ot diſcretion, is ſaid heauilie with 
teares to lament, ubich the chancello; (griening to 
ſe) did greatlie rebuke in the king ſuch vntimclie 
and inoꝛdinate mourning, fo; the death of his and 
the common-wealths enimie , thoſe life (ſaid her 


o would haue taken awate all peace and tranquillitie 


in the realme.) 

Atter che death of the ſaid earle, the ate of the 
realme became moꝛe quiet: foʒ his vncle James 
Dowglaſſe baron of Abircozne that ſucceded him, 
being a man of great ffature, and verie fat, gaue 
bimſelfe to quietneſſe, andlined but th: peeres at 
ter. The fozeſaid William had but one ſiſter, that 
was called the faire maiden of Galloway, and was 
marted to one Willſam Dowglaſſe, ſonne to this 


40 earle James befoze his deceaſſe , that the heritage 


ſhould not be diuided: bicauſe the carledome of 
Dowglaſſe was intailed vpon the heires male, and 
the lands of Wigton , Balwante, Annardale; and 
Oꝛmont remained to hir as heire generall. This 
earle William, after the deceaſſe of his father carle 
James, began to wax vnrulie, and to follow the vn- 
toward maners of the other William Dowglaſſc 
latelie beheaded (as befoze ye haue heard) ſo that by 
ſuppoꝛt manie diſobedient perſons would not obcie 


might not hazard the whole familie vnder the faz- 50 the gouernoꝛ and chancelloꝛ, uher vpon ſundie great 


tune of one ſtroke, as his father had befoze admoni⸗ 
ſhed him ichen he died. UWhereat the vnadniſed 
pouch of this man, being moned to anger againſt 
his friends, did by the voices of ſome of his men (as 
it were by one that ſhould make pꝛoclamation ther⸗ 
foze) pacifie the ſecret murmurings that were a, 
mongeſt the companie ; and anſwered ſuch of his 
friends as found fault therewith, that he ſafficient- 
lie knew, that it was the common plague of all 


not the danger and miſerie of their patrons, ſo it 
maie be commoditie vato them: nho bicauſe (they 
would not be reſtreined within the bounds of peace- 
full lawes) are authozs of ſedition, in vbich (hen 
all things are in turmoile) tdey map the better wan⸗ 
der abꝛoad to ſatiſſie their euill humoꝛ: nhoſe ſpea⸗ 
ches her regarded not, ſince hee rather reſpected 
and truſted the appzoued wiſe dome of the chancel⸗ 
loꝛ and the gouernoꝛ, chan the louthfall t raſh minds 
of ſuch ſeditions perſons. — 
Aſter which (to cut awaie occaſion from the reit 
to anſwer) he ſet ſpurres to his hoꝛſſe, and haſte ned 
his tourneie moꝛe than he did befoꝛe, with his bꝛo⸗

and oppꝛeſſions were committed. 

z Agatne (by the mariage of this earle William 
with his richkin\woman) he did (beſides his vnrulie 
behaniour) aduance himſelſe in pꝛide, uhereot grew 
ſecret enute,and of that roſe open malice: but he in- 
countering ſufficientlie wich them, partlie by foꝛce, 
t partlie by ſubtiltie, mainteined his people in thoſe 
op2eſſions and robberies, in deſpite of the pꝛoudeſt: 
nich occaſioned the nobilitie to iudge, that the ſaid 


families, alwaies to haue ſuch men about 60 carle was of 
great i — ned 60 pꝛiuie of thetr miſdemeanoꝛ. Amongeſt 


ich euill diſpoſed companie, there was one John 
Go2macke of Atholl , tho (then he had infeced all 
the countrie about bim with this miſerable plagne 
of robberie) did ſet vpon William Rawene!ſhiriffe 
of Perth and had almoſt killed him) becauſe he had 
led athefe of Atholl to execution. But at the length 
(true men being alwaies better than th&nes) the ſht- 
——, — killed the capte me 
Go2macke, with thirtie companie, and 
[ ·˖Ä(˖õ mounteins. cg 
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ſtell, md —— Galbꝛich capteine ol the higher ca⸗ 
fell , did fo diulde their gouernement of the ſaid ca- 
ſell (being a thing of great circuit) that euerie one 
had a peculiar and ſeuered entrance into his owne 
part without offenſe of the other . But yet theſe two 
(as moſt part of the realme of Scotland then was, 
and as it alwates,o2 moſt commonlie hapeneth in 
the minoꝛitie of the p2ince,nhen euerie one will be a 
king) wanted not their factions, vhome they did fol- 
low: foz Patrike was ſecretlie thought to fauonr 
Dowglaſte , foz ubich cauſe Semplier, 02 (as ſome 
haue Simplie ) the other capteine perceiuing the 
part of the caſtell vherein P atrike ruled to be moze 
negligentlie kept, than dutie o2 the ſfate of the time 
required, found opoꝛtunitie to expell Patrtke from 
thence,and to cauſe all his furniture to be carted ont 
of the ſame , connerting the ſaid caſtell to his owne 
vſe. In the end (the next day after) Patrike vnder⸗ 
ſtanding thereof and comming with foure vnarmed 
perſons (to fetch awaie his furniture and houſhold⸗ 
ſtuffe) entered into the caſtell; and firſt finding the 
poꝛter alone, turned him awate, then taking armoꝛ, 
erpelled the others ont of the higher caſtell: after 
ſchich, calling aid out of the towne next adioining, he 
ſhut them alſo out of the inferioꝛ caſtell. and got pol⸗ 
ſeſſion of the thole caſtell to himſelle.) 
The king aſter he came to the age of fonrete&ene 
i Peres, would not anie longer be vnder the gouerne⸗ 
ment of others, but toke the rule vpon himſelfe. The 
earle of Dowglaſſe infoꝛmed thereof, came to him 
at Striueling, and put himſelfe and all he had to re⸗ 
maine at his pleaſure : chere vpon the king receiued 
him pardoned all his paſſed miſdemeanoꝛs, and ad, 
mitted him to be one ot his ſpeciall friends and pzt- 
nie councelloꝛs in all his affatres.By his perſuaſion 
ſhoꝛtlie after, fir Alexander Leuingſton, 4 William 
Creichton being diſcharged of their offices, were =

e ſame waiter repozteth that the occaſton of this 
battell did chance, thꝛough the variance that fell out 
betwirt the earle of Crawfo2ds eldeſt ſonne Alexan⸗ 
der Lindſeie, and Alexander Ogilbie o2 Ogiluie (as 
ſome wzite him) about the office of the baiſliffewike 
of Arbꝛoth, the which the maiſter of Crawfo:d inioi⸗ 
eng, was diſplaced and put out by the ſaid Ogilnie. 
Wherevpon the maiſter of Crawfozd,to recouer his 
10 right (as he toke it) got a power togither with helpe 
of the Hamiltons, and with the ſame ſetzed vpon the 
abbcte,and Ogiluie with helpe of the earle of Hunt. 
lie, came thither wich an armie toreconer the place 
againe out of his aduerſaries hands, and ſo vpon 
knowledge hereof giuen vnto the earle of Craw- 
koꝛd, he himſelfe comming from Dundee vnto Ar⸗ 
bꝛoth, at the verie inſtant vhen the battels were rea- 
die to ioine, cauſed firſt his ſonne to ſtaie; and after 
calling-fozth ſir Alexander Ogiluie to talke with 
20 him, in purpoſe to haue made peace betwirt him and 
his ſonne, was thꝛuſt into the mouth with a ſpeare, 
bya common ſouldier that knew nothing hat his 
demand ment , ſo chat he fell downe therewith, and 
pꝛeſentlie died in the place: therevpon togither the 
parties went incontinentlie without moꝛe pꝛotrac⸗ 
ting of time, and ſo fought wich ſuchſucceſſe, as be⸗ 
foze pe haue heard. The earle of Huntleie eſcaped by 
flight: but Alexander Ogiluie being taken and ſdꝛe 
wounded, was led to the caſfell of Fineluin, where 
30 ſhoꝛtlie after he died of his hurts. This battell was

This peare in the moneth of Auguſt fir James 

Hamilton of Finhart knight, remaining as then 

in the towne of Edenburgh, was arreſted by Da- 
nid Mad controller to the king, who charged him 
in the kings name to go to ward within the ca- 
ſtel of Edenbutgh.Uhichcommandement he wil⸗ 
linglie obeied, thinking himſelfe ſure inough, as 
well bp reaſon of the god ſeruice he had done to the 
king, ſpectallie in reparing the palaces of Striue⸗ 
ling and Linletgew; as alſo foz that the king had 
him in ſo high fauoꝛ, that he fod in no feare of him- 
ſelfe at all. NeuertheleTe , ſhoꝛtlie after he was 
bꝛought fo2th tojudgement , andconnic in the Tol- 
buich of Edenburgh, of certeine points of treaſon 
laid againſt him, which he would neuer confeſſeʒ but 
that notwithſtanding, he was beheaded in the mo⸗ 
neth of September nert inſaing [ after that he had 
liberallie confeſſed at the place of execution, that he 
had neuer inante lot offended the kings maieſtie, 
and that this death was yet wozthilie inflicted vp⸗ 
on him by the diuine iuſtice; betauſe he hadoften of- 
fended the law of God to pleaſe the pzince, thereby 
to obteine greater countenance with him. Where-

the countrie, Geoꝛge Goꝛdon the earle of Huntlete, 
who was appointed to remaine as lieutenant vpon 
the bozders,foz doubt of ſuch ſudden inuaſions, im- 
mediatlie gachered a number of boꝛderers, and ſet 
bpon the Engliſhmen , and put them all to dight; ſr 
Robert Bowes, and his bzother Richard Bowes, 
with diners other, to the number of ſix hundꝛed, were 
taken pziſoners; and the ſaid ſir Robert Bowes and 
other the pꝛincipall landed men were kept fill in 
Scotland till after the kings death. This victo2ie

fraught with all kind of merchandize and rich wares, 
uhlch they bꝛought with them into the Engliſh pozts. 
Whue king of Scotland adnertiſed therof, ſent with 
all ſperd an herald, deſiring reſtitution of his ſhips,

derers and other,ſo waited vpon them, giuing them 
now and then ſkirmiſhes and alarms, that they came 
not paſt two miles from the water of Twerd within 
the Scotiſh bounds at that ſeaſon, 

In the meane time, the king of Scotland being 
aduertiſed hereof , gathered a great armie chꝛough 
all the parts of his realme, and came to Sowtraie 
bedge,vhere they muſtered, and were numbzed to be 
chirtie ſir thouſand men, wich the thich he came to 
Falla ure, and there incamped, determining to 
glue battell to the Engliſhmen, as he pꝛetended: 
bowbeit, if the duke had taried longer, as it was 
thought he would haue done, if the time of the pere 
and pzouiſion of vittels had ſerued, the Scots would 
pet haue bene better aduiſed, befoze they had ioined 
wich him in a pight fleld. But true it is, chat after the 
duke had remained there ſo long as vittels might be 
had and recouered from anie part, he retired with 
his armie backe into England, not without ſome 
lofſe of men,hozlſes,and ſpoiles, cbich the Scots vn- 
der the earle of Yuntleie and others toke from the 
Engliſhmen in that their retire , ſpeciallie as they 
paſſed oner the riuer of Tweed, 

Aﬀer the Engliſhmen were thus departed md 
wichdꝛawne home fozthof Scotland, king James 
being of an high and manlie courage, in reuenge of 
harmes dene by the Engliſhmen within his coun- 
trie, thought god chat his whole armie ſhould paſſe 
foꝛ ward and inuade England, himſelfe to go there- 
with in pꝛoper perſon . And herrein he requeſted the 
conſent of his nobſlitie,vho after long reaſoning,and 
god aduiſement taken in the matter, gaue anſwer 
by the earle of Purrep] to the king in this ſoꝛt, chat 
they could not thinke it god that they ſhould paſſe 
within England, and to ſeeke battell, the king him- 
ſelfe being wich them,conſivering that his two ſons 
were latelie deceaſed, ſo that he had no ſucceſſion of 
bis bodte : fo2 in caſe that they loſt the field, as in 


of England hauing great ſubſtance, might therwith 
follow the vicozie , and put the realme of Scotland 
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chance of battell is moſt vncerteine, then the king 
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Therefoze thep thought it ſufficient to defend 
their owne bounds, and to conſtreine the enimie fo; 
feare to leaue the inuaſion thereof,as pꝛeſentlie they 
had done;and declared chat they were determined to 
haue gtuen battell to their enimies, if they had conti⸗ 
nued within the realme,and doubted not by the helpe 
of God, they hauing ſo luſt a cauſe, and being inua⸗ 
ded in their countrie, but that they ſhould haue obtei⸗ 
ned the vicozie.The king hearing their determinati- 
on, albeit his high courage pꝛeſſed him to inuadez vet 
the ap2oned wit of his nobles and councelloꝛs cau⸗

There vpon the thirteench of Baic , the cardinall 
being within his taſtell of ſaint Andzews , certeine 
of his owne friends as he twke them) that is to ſap, 
the ſaſd Noꝛman, lo2d Leſicte, Milliam Birkan⸗ 
die, the pong lo2d of Grange, and Kirkmichell with 
ſirteene choſen men, entered the caſtell verie ſecret⸗ 
lie in the morning, toke the pozter,and all the cardi⸗ 
nals ſeruants, thʒuſting them out of the place by a 
poſterne gate. And that done, paſſing to his cham⸗ 
ber where he laie in bed, as he got vp, and was ope⸗ 
ning his chamber done, they ſlue him, and ſetzed vp⸗ 
on the artillerie and munition, schere wich chat foz- 
treſſe was plentitullie furniſhed , and likewiſe with 
rich hangings, houſhold ſtufle of all ſozts , apparell, 
copes , ie wels, oꝛnaments of churches, great ſtoꝛe 
of gold and ſiluer plate, beſide no ſmall quantitie of 
treaſure in readie coine. 

Sir James Leirmouth,p2onoſt of ſaint Andzews, 
aſſembled all the people of that towne fo the reſcue 
of the cardinall, after he heardthat the conſpirato:s 
were entred the caſtell; but they ſhewed the dead bo⸗ 
die of thecardinall ouer the wals, as a ſpectacle to 
the people, and ſo they made no further attempt, ſich 
they ſaw nomcane howforemedie oꝛ renenge the 
matter at that pꝛeſent. The canſe that moned the 
conſpiratoꝛs thus to kill the cardinall, was thought 
to be partlie in reuenge of the burning of maiſter 
Geoꝛge Wiſchart , fearing to be ſerued wich the 
ſame ſawce, and in the end to be made todzinke of 
the ſame cup. Partlie it was thought they attemp⸗ 
ted it though counſell of ſome great men of the 
realme , that had conceiued ſome deadlie hatred a⸗ 
gainſt him. | | 
But Leſleus alfo, wꝛiting of the cauſes of his 


toꝛmentoꝛs ſenerallie framed cuerie one a part 
fo2 his owne excuſe. Foz Na2man ⁊ John did com⸗ 
plaine,that they were wꝛonged by him with no ſmall 
iniurie, becanſe that the cardinall had nat recom⸗ 
penſed him foz the loſe he ſuſteined; ben the cars 
dinall had reſtoꝛed to Colwine lo2d thereof ( befoze 
thzongh the cardinals counſell baniſhed by the king 
the caſtell and poſſeſſions of Eaſter wemes; ich 
the king had after giuen to the ſalid No2zman. The 


lo:d Grange affirmed that he reuenged himſelfe,be- 50 


cauſe he was remouedbp the cardinals aduiſe from 
the office of the treaſuroꝛſhipʒ ubich being granted by 
the king to him) he had diſcharged with great pzofit 
to the realme, « honoꝛ to himſelfe . And Kirkmicheſl 
did alſo ſap fhat he was diſpoſſeſſed by the cardinall 
of ſome other (J cannot tell vhat ) poſſeſſions. All 
ſchich cauſes were but veiles which they ſpꝛead a- 
gainſt the wind and repoꝛt of ſo wicked and ſhame⸗ 
full a derd. Fo2 vpon the fact, No2zman being vered 


wich re moꝛſe of conſcience, did not onelie laboz to 60 


pacifie the anger of ſuch, chat (either by blond oꝛ be⸗ 
nefit) were tied to the cardinall with all kind of du- 
ties: but did alſo, to ſhun che danger thereof, paſſe 
into France, and there by valour ( in the ſeruice ot 
Henrie the ſecond king of France) endeuozed to 
wipe away that note of infamie, nhich he had cat 
bpon his familie. All ihich notwichſtanding, both 
he andothers (ſome aſter one ſoꝛt, and ſome after an 
ocher ) were woꝛthilie puniſhed foꝛ their wickednes. 

Te ſame euening that the cardinall was ſlaine, 
the old loꝛd of Grange, maiſter Yenrie Balnautis,

About the ſame time, James 
Hamilton earle of Arrane, eldeſt ſonne to the duke 
of Chateleranlt, and capteine of the Scotiſh compa- 
nie of menof armes andarchersin France, being 
fledfo2 religion ſecretlie to Genena , from thence 
came by the conuoie of maifter Kandall Engliſh- 


man into England: which at his comming into 30 foz ſchat cauſe he was come into thoſe waters. This

(to hire ouldtoꝛs) being warned befo2e, that they 
ſhould alwaies be reavic at all times, and foz all caw 
ſes vbich ſhould haypen by the taking awaie of their 
deadlie enimie, the earleof Purreie: neither after 
that time did the queencs factions ceafſe from me- 
ting in diuerſe diſtant places. 
On the fifteenth kalends of March, there didaſſem- 
ble the chiefe of the rebellious faction (fo by that 
name and epitheton doth Buchanan alwaies terme 
; {bole what toe the qucenes part) todeuiſe of their af 
faires. At vhat time the earleof Argile, and the loꝛd 
Botddid wzite-vnto earle Pozton, that they would 
willinglie ( ich they did not pet know vho killed the | 
regent, and tho were conſenting therevnto) conſult 
with the other nobilitie about the ſame matter, both 
to ſearch out and to puniſh the ſame: and that they 
would not come to about that matter. 
But if the kings faction would be ſo perſuaded, they 
would willinglie —- to Faukirke, oz 
60 to Strineling,there to met with them, Wherevpon, 
* theearle of Pozton, conſulting with Petellan a- 
bout the ſame (fo; ſo it was deſired in the letters) in 
the end it came to noeffec , At the ſame time, Tho- 
mas Kar wz2ote to Limnch(tobſe Buchanans nd) 
to the gardian of the caſtell, toſce if he could obteine 
of the quene of England to ſtate hir armie : vbich if 
he bꝛought topaſſe, that then he would take ſuch oz 
der, that he would caſilie pacific che bo:ders without 
anie further trouble, ard chat they ſhould remaine in 
that dutie ichich they were wont: but it ſhe did refuſe 
this condition, he would continue in his attempt, 
not doubting but the god ſubiets would ſhew their 
obedience towards their impꝛiſoned quene,+ would 
loine themlelnes togither,becauſe aid would ſhoꝛtlie 

come out of France vnto them.

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On the ſiſt nones ol arch, the Hamiltons, the 
earle of Argile, and Boid came to Lithquoʒ but the 
murther of one hired ſouldioꝛ did trouble all their de- 
miſe by a ſudden tumult that was raiſed there vpon. 
Wherefoe the next day after the archbiſhop of ſaint 
Andꝛewes did bꝛing the Hamiltons home, the reſt of 
the queenes faction , eſpeciallie the earles of Hunt⸗ 
leie, Atholl, Crawfoꝛd, and the lozds Ogiluie, Hume, 
Seton, and Petellan, met at Edenburgh: in which 
the carle Poꝛton was accompanied with a ſmall 
tratne, vntill the earles of Glencarne and Par were 
come with their retinue. The fourth nones of March 
the chtefe of the factions met togither to conſult of 
the eſtate of things : but the ſame did pzoceed verie 
ſlowlie, by reaſon of the abſence of thecarle of Ar⸗ 
gile, thoſe power and authozitie was then verie 


great. 

This man did Huntleie ſeeke to perſuade to ioine 
wich the reſt of the faction, but he returned without 
doing ante thing (as it was ſuppoſed by moſt men) 
though the ſabtiltie of Metellan, which would haue 
things long deferred, that moꝛe conuenient meane 
might be had in that troubleſome ſtate of the king- 
dome, foz the innonation of things . The grea- 
teſt ching done in this aſſembling, was the argu- 
ment fo the choiſe ofa newgonerno?2, vhich(as it dee 
meth) came to no eſtea. Now vhen all theſe aſſem- 
blies tended to little purpoſe,thoſe of the quenes fa- 
ion returned to ſowe ſedition by pꝛocuring Eng⸗ 


alſiſt their part. UWhercfoze they ſend the capteine 


(that befoze had done the like) afreſh at this time to 


execute the ſame , vho left nothing vndone that 
might tend to extreme crueltie. | 
During vhich, the heads of the faction do repꝛoch 
thequene of England, and lander the nobilitie of 
Scotland, as though they were the clients and fol- 
lowers of the Engliſh; further th:eatning abꝛoad in 
euerie place, that they would vſe the aid of the

diers that kept it, would (ue ont at ſundꝛie times, 
robbing, ſpoiling,and carieng awate the commodi- 
ties of the inhabitants there abouts, as well by land 
as by water. 

The regent dealt verie honoꝛablie with the ladie 
Fleming, ſuffering hir to depart away with all 
ſuch plate and iewels,as apperteined either to hir oz 
bir huſband. He granted alſo a ſafe conduc tomon- 
ſieur de to paſſe homewards though the 
countrie , but the archbiſhop of ſaint Andzews was 
ſent pziſoner to Striueling. The ſpoile of the gods 
found in the caſtell was giuen to the ſouldiers that 
ventured ſo dangeroullie to atchiue ſo high an en- 
terpziſe , bzinging it to the wiſhed effect by policie 
with ſo little bloudſhed as deſerueth perpetuall re⸗ 
membzance. The day next inſuing, being the fourth 
of Apzill , the regent appointed John Cuningham 
lard of Dꝛumtqhaſſell, a man of god ſeruice, and 
ſernant to theregent , to be capteine of that caſtell, 
and leauing him therein, departed to Striueling, 
there he cauſed the archbiſhop of ſaint And;ews to

Ocrates (good reader) being demanded how a man 
mi er- that which ſnould be beſt and acceptable to all men, moſt 


wiſelie (as one in all his life wholic giuen to ſerch and ſaie the truth in cue- 
rie thing) anſwered: That we then ſpeake beſt & molt to be allowed, when 
we ſpeake nothing but that which we belt and perfectlie know. For we 
know nothing excellentlie well, but ſuc things as are oftcn heard by vs 
from others, manie times repeated by our ſelues; and that which is com- 
| \\[[monlie receiued, imbraced, approoued, and viedby all men. Now thoſe 
Nllchings are moſt vſed which concerne publike affaires, and juch publike at- 
NA ({faires are moſt knowne when they end in publike action; & publike action, 
S farre fœorth as it concerneth the thing dene, muſt needs be true that the 
ſame was ſo dœne in that order, as it was openlie ſene to be dene. Wherby 
might be concluded, that in chronicling and treating of publike affaires, 
we ſhould ſpeake that which is beſt, which is moſt acceprable,& moſt true: 
A bicauſe we report things doone in the eies of all men. But how trulic that is 

erformed in ſome ne N writers,it is well knowne to all men of iudgement. 
For ſuch is the affection of our age, that ſome of malice, and ſome for flatterie, and euerie one to feed their owne 
diſpoſition, doo ſo gloſe things publiklic doone,as with a certeine witcherie of words they like Circes transforme 
the things done in publike ſhew to be of other 9 7 than they were indeed. Whereby Socrates maie now 
ſeeme to be confuted,in ſaieng, that they ſpeake beſt that ſpeake things receiued of all men, and that be com- 
mon to the world : for ſo ſhall miſreporting and flatterie, a thing commonhic knowne and vſed of all men, be 
the beſt ſpeech; which in truth neither is nor can be. Now hat I haue ſeene and knowne in that, as well of things 
at home as of things abroad, forbcare to write ; and for that cauſe alſo might moſt iuſtlie reſtraine my 7 (wri- 
ting vpon the report of others) both now and hereafter from treating of ſuch publike affaires, to the end my ſelſe 
hald not run into the danger of a like falſifier or miſreporter. But then on the contrarie part, when I fall to an 
other expoſition of the ſame ſaieng of Socrates, that he ſpeaketh beſt, that ſpeaketh that which he beſt knowerh, 


and that we beſt know the dung which are commonlie receiued, and that we receiue thoſe for ſoundeſt whidi 
time trieth to be moſt true thoſe things which be moſt true are ſuch as are knowne to be publikelie done; 
I ſuppole I ſhall ſpeake belt and moſt acceptablie in writing publike affaires; conſidering that Iam not fworne 
to anie faction, nor carried with hate or loue , nor bewitdied with promiſe of gaine or honour, nor inforced to 
turne to the right orleft hand, but onelie left at Verde to make truth the daughter of time to be the common 
end, knowledge,and report of publike things:ſith the end ot labor, of contemplation of ftudic, & fruit of writing

the foꝛme of the aſſemblie, vhich in deed of it ſelfe, 
without the kings maieſties licence i azppzobation, 
could not be lawfull, like as generall councels at no 
time could aſſemble, without che commandement of 
the emperoz foꝛ the time. And our king hath no lelle 
power within his owne realme than ante of them 
had in the empire. Pea the biſhop of S. Andzewes 
had not in time of poperie, power toconuent the bi⸗ 
ſhops and clergie out of their owne dioceſſe, without 
licence ginen befoze by his highnes moſt noble pꝛo⸗ 
genitoꝛs of godmemozte, and the cauſes thereof ins 
timate and allowed, 1 

Notwithſtanding chat his mateſfies intention 
and meaning mate fullte be vnderſtod, it is his 
bighneſſe will, that the biſhop oz commiſſioners of 
ante dioceſſe oꝛ pꝛouince, oꝛ part thereof , ſhall at 
their viſitation appoint in euerie pariſh, accozding 


full, And notwithſtanding, that vhich they would 40 fo the greatneſſe thereof ſome honeſt, vertuous, and 


haue detected in the biſhops, they purpoſed to erect 
in themlelnes, deſiring that ſuch commiſſioners as 
they ſhould ſend to parlement and councell , might 
be antho2iſed in place of the eſtate: herby it ſhould 
haue come to paſſe, cat tihereas now his mateſffie 
may ſelect the moſt godlie, learned, wiſe, and expe⸗ 
rimented of the miniſterie, to be on his maieſtics 
eſtate, his highneſle ſhould haue beene by that 
meanes compelled to accept ſuch as the multitude, 


diſcreet men, to aid and aſſiſt the miniſter , and to 
bane the ouerſight and cenſure of the maners and 
behauioꝛ of the people of that pariſh. And it there be 
ante notable offenſe, wozthie of puniſhment, that 
the biſhopand commiſſtoners be avuertiſed thereof, 
tho ſhall haue an officer of armes to be aſſiſtant foz 
the puniſhment of vice and erecutions to foliow 
therevpon : that they tho contemne the godlie and 
lawfull oꝛder of the church, mate find by experience 


by an od conſent of the moſt vnlearned, ſhould haue 50 his mateſties diſpleaſure , and be puniſhed accoz 


appointed, which could not tend but to the ouerthzow 
of the realme. 


After they had diſcharged biſhops , they agreed 


to haue ſuperintendents, commiſſioners , and viſt⸗ 
to2s: but in the end they decerned that there ſhould 
benodifference amongſk 
ned that new fozme of pꝛeſbyterie, thereof we haue 
ſpoken befoze. Neither was there anie other

By means 
of vhichtwo friers he was placed in ahouſe of their 30 
pꝛoeſſion, in vhich this Duns at length toke the ha- 
bit and oꝛder of the Franciſcans,p:zoning of a molt - 
ſingular wit, uhereby he became a ſharpe and ſabfill 
diſpater, ho departing from Drfo2d, went to Pa- 
ris, being called thither by the frier minozs, vhere 
vhen he had foz ſome ſpace remained, and read vnto 
them of ſcholaſticall matters, he traneldto Cullen, 
and there vntimelte died in his ponthfull peares. He 
liued in the time of John Battoll king of Scots, 
vhtch began his reigne in the peare of Cheiſt 1283, 40 
of uhich Duns all they vhich follow his opinions 
are(as ſaith Leſleus lib.7.pag. 250) called Scotiſtæ 

oz Scotiſts as all theyof an other faction are ſurna⸗ 
med Thomiſtz oz the Thomiſts, after Thomas A- 
quinas. But now in our age it is growne to be a 
common p2ouerbe in deriſton, to call ſuch a perſon 
as is ſenſeleſſe o2 without learning a Duns, vhichis 


ſtand with ante reaſon, this man Duns being fo fa, 
mous foz his learning as he was, vhow:otemanie 50 
volumes as after ſhall apeare. But befoze Jcome 
to him. J thinke it not vnfit to ſet downe ſchat other 
bane wzitten touching him, ſith both the @ngliſh, 
the Jriſh,and the Scots, do chalenge him to be their 
conntriman, bozne amongſt them. Thus therefoꝛe 
wꝛiteth Stanihurſt in his deſcription of Jreland vn⸗ 
der the title of the Ariſh waiters. Iohannes Duns

But that countriman ſo euer thts Sco⸗ 
tus were, he was doubtleſſe a ſubtill and pzofound 
clearke, The onelte fault vherewtth he was duſted,
